GETTING CASH 


Run to the Hare Krishnas, the loons in orange who chant. Beat up their leader, the guy in front, and they will follow you about. 
When you tire of them, kill them all for a shitload of points. In Liberty City you can sell stolen cars at the docks. After selling a 
couple of cars the guy there gets mad and won't take any more. 

The trick is to use the rocket launcher to blow up the car just as the crane takes it. You still get the money and this way 
you can keep bringing in cars, and rake in the dollars! Shoot cops with the flamethrower for an extra 3,000 points. Line up as 
many cars as you can, and blow up the first one in the line. All the other cars should explode as a result, giving you many, 
many dollars. Steal a cop car and run over the cop for 7,000 points. In San Andreas, go to Northeast Richman. There's a car 
there. Get into it and drive forward. You'll jump over a large body of water, and get an insane stunt bonus 
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1 Make the Krazy Krishna mob follow you about... 2 Then kill the bald, chanting loonies! 3 Toasty cop... Hey, I can 
smell cooking bacon! 4 Grab this car and get that stunt bonus 


If you're being chased by cops 
on foot, run up a bridge and 
shoot them from there. Their 
bullets will go under the bridge 
and miss you! You can also 
jump over cars. The cops can't, 
and have to make a detour, 
costing time. If you feel like 
wasting pigs, run backwards 
and shoot them. Dodging 
bullets is easier this way. 

An easy way to destroy 
cop cars is to get into a massive 
vehicle, like a coach.

Collecting weapon crates is also made a good deal easier with the rope. Latch onto the crate with the 
rope and hoist yourself onto it. Did you also know that if you fire the rope with enough power into the 
ground below you it acts as a pole vault?

Pros and cons 


Reboot is a bit of a mixed package. On one 
hand it's top fun to mess around with as 
you get to grips with the hover boarding 
and pull off cool tricks.
